He illustrated his talk with 
colored slides of things of in- 
terest in Mauritius and other 
sugarcane countries that he 
visited on the trip. He visited 
India, Southern Rhodesia and 
Kenya in East Africa, Union of 
South Africa, Cocus Island, Re-| 
union, Australia, and Hawaii. 
The color slides shown by Dr. 

Stokes to illustrate his talk were 
mainly of field practices and | 
conditions under which sugar-| 
cane was grown in the respec- 

tive countries, of symptoms of 
dreaded sugarcane diseases like 
smut and Fiji disease which fof- 
tunately by virture of the close 
quarantine practices by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture have not been in- 
troduced into the cane fields of 
this country. 


A striking feature illustrated 
by slides and commented on by 
Dr. Stokes was the tremendous 
amount of large brown rocks in 
the fields. These rocks had to 
be removed from the soil before 
implement cultivation was prac- 
tical and these rocks were prac- 
in continuous 3 to '4 feet high 
wall-like pile between about!
